‘He was my friend’

Eugene Bely remembers 
vividly the day his friend 
Sergei Kostin went 
missing. 

The Dartmouth cab driv¬ 
er had known Kostin, a fel¬ 
low employ¬ 
ee of 

Bob’s/Blue 
Bell taxi, for 
nearly 11 
years, and 
was immedi¬ 
ately con¬ 
cerned 
something 
had gone 
horribly wrong when he 
didn’t report in on the 
night of Jan. 17, 2009. 

“Somebody called me 
and said Sergei was miss¬ 
ing,” Bely recalled. “We 
started driving around ask¬ 
ing people if they had seen 
a green car ... but nobody 
had seen him.” 

Three days later, Kostin’s 
bumed-out car had been 
found, but it would be near¬ 
ly 10 weeks before the re¬ 
mains of the 40-year-old 
Ukrainian man were finally 
discovered, dumped near 
the side of Upper Governor 
Road in North Preston. 
Kostin left behind a wife 
and two children, who are 
now living back in Ukraine. 

On Thursday, after an ex¬ 
haustive year-long investi¬ 


gation, officers with the 
RCMP Integrated Major 
Crime Section laid a single 
first-degree murder charge 
against 20-year-old Chaze 
Lamar Thompson of Dart¬ 
mouth in connection with 
Kostin’s death. 

RCMP spokesman Cpl. 
Joe Taplin wouldn’t com¬ 
ment on specific details of 


the investigation or what 
led to Thompson being 
charged. 

“I feel the police did a 
good job,” said Bely, a Hun¬ 
garian native, as he stood 
waiting for a fare near Mic 
Mac Mall. “I was talking to 
(Kostin’s) wife, and she 
said she wanted to know 
who did this. I think this 


will help.” 

Bely described his friend 
as a quiet, family-oriented 
man, and recalled a particu¬ 
lar fishing trip they took to¬ 
gether on the Stewiaclce 
River. 

“We caught a bass,” he 
said, smiling. “He was a 
very nice guy.”

Previous charges 

• According to court 
records, Thursday's charge 
of first-degree murder is on¬ 
ly the latest in a string of 
charges against 20-year-old 
Chaze Lamar Thompson. 

On Feb. 5 of last year, 
Thompson was arrested 
and charged in connection 
with an armed robbery at a 
Dartmouth video store. He 
was remanded to a Burn¬ 
side jail, and is scheduled to 
stand trial in Nova Scotia 
Supreme Court in early 
March on those charges. 
Thompson also faces a 
number of assault and

Public Prosecution Serv¬ 
ices spokeswoman Chris 
Hansen said all charges 
against Chittick were 
withdrawn Thursday after 
it was determined that 
there was no realistic 
chance of a conviction be¬ 
cause the victim was not 
co-operating with police.

Nova Scotia Premier 
Darrell Dexter is insisting 
the provinces have a say in 
any plan aimed at Senate 
reform. 

The NDP premier said 
Thursday he’s worried that 
Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper’s renewed focus on 
revamping the upper 
chamber will be unilateral. 

“If that kind of discus¬ 
sion is going to take place 
then the provinces have a 
legitimate role to play,” 
Dexter said as he emerged 
from a cabinet meeting 
Thursday. 

“It’s as fundamental as 
the founding documents 
of the country.” 

Dexter said he supports 
the federal NDP’s stance 
on abolishing the Senate, 
but adds any discussion 
on how to proceed can 
come later. 

“I think a lot of pre¬ 
miers across the country 
see that as a legitimate op¬ 
tion, as do I,” he said. 

“But if that is not on the 
table, the question be¬ 
comes: ‘How is any consti¬ 
tutional change going to 
take place?”’ 

Dexter said he under¬ 


stands what the prime 
minister is trying to do and 
that there are limited op¬ 
tions with respect to Sen¬ 
ate reform. 

“What he’s really doing 
is bringing forward legisla¬ 
tion that will allow him to 


set up a mechanism for 
nomination of senators, 
but still... it really ought to 
be a matter of discussion 
among all the parties.” 

Nova Scotia has 10 Sen¬ 
ate seats. 

The federal government 


revealed this week it would 
revive its plan to reform 
the Senate after Parliament 
resumes in March. 

The Liberals, NDP and 
Bloc Quebecois have all op¬ 
posed Harper’s Senate bills.

P.E.I. joins ban 
on using cell 
while driving 

fines Prince Edward Island 
motorists are set to join No¬ 
va Scotia in ringing up a 
hefty fine if caught driving 
while chatting on their cell¬ 
phones. 

A ban of handheld elec¬ 
tronic communication de¬ 
vices while operating a mo¬ 
tor vehicle should be law 
by the end of this month, 
said P.E.I.’s Transportation 
Minister Ron MacKinley. 
The fine would be up to 
$400. P.E.I. introduced leg¬ 
islation to ban handheld 
devices while driving last 
spring but ended up 
pulling the legislation so 
more consultation could be 
carried out. 

Now the Island will 
follow in the tracks of New¬ 
foundland and Labrador, 
Quebec, Nova Scotia and 
Ontario — all provinces 
that have similar bans.

And it would demon¬ 
strate “to the U.S. that 
Canada remains commit¬ 
ted to the security of North 
America.”

sengers,” says an official 
report, obtained by The 
Canadian Press under 
the Access to Information 
Act. 

Officials have been quiet¬ 
ly toiling in the shadows 
on the system, which in¬ 
volves input from the 
Canada Border Services 
Agency, Transport Canada, 
CSIS and the RCMP. 

Critics, however, ques¬ 
tion whether the project is 
a wise use of money. 

They argue there should 
be public debate and 
scrutiny of the potentially 
invasive tool.

“The buck stops with me,”

what went wrong two 
weeks ago when 23-year-old 
Nigerian Umar Faroulc Ab- 
dulmutallab allegedly tried 
to blow up the airliner with 
explosives hidden in his 
pants. The device was ignit¬ 
ed, but failed to detonate. 
Passengers and crew sub¬ 
dued Abdulmutallab, an ap¬ 
parent al-Qaida operative. 

Abdulmutallab, who was 
indicted on Wednesday on 
attempted murder, has re¬ 
portedly told investigators 
he was trained by al-Qaida 
operatives in Yemen. His fa¬ 
ther also warned that his 
son was an extremist.

Pregnant glow? 


In what may be the 
ultimate long-distance di¬ 
agnosis, an Italian doctor 
has weighed in on the se¬ 
cret of Mona Lisa’s smile: 
high cholesterol. 

That adds another theory 
to a running list that is al¬ 
most as old as Leonardo da 
Vinci’s portrait itself, paint¬ 
ed about 500 years ago, that 
already ranges from moth¬ 
erhood to old varnish. 

Dr. Vito Franco, professor 
of pathological anatomy at 
the University of Palermo, 
told a meeting in Florence, 
Italy, that the look in Mona 
Lisa’s eyes is a result of a 
build-up of fatty acids under 
the skin, a clear sign of high 
cholesterol. 

“Illness exists within the

Pierre and their dog Simba 
standing — at a discreet dis¬ 
tance from one another — 
in the middle of a yellowish 
autumn field. 

“Comments have been 
closed due to an over¬ 
whelming number of hate¬ 


ful and homophobic re¬ 
marks,” explained an edi¬ 
tors’ note. “We appreciate 
that readers want to discuss 
this issue, but we can’t al¬ 
low our site to become a 
platform for intolerance.” 

Unfortunately, the Brison 
brouhaha isn’t unusual. Vir¬ 
tually eveiy online news 
site’s reader comments sec¬ 
tion has been hijacked by 
crude crazies of all different 
shades of intolerant ideolo¬ 
gy, whose always thought¬ 


less, often venomous up- 
chuckings seem to have dis¬ 
couraged almost anyone 
else from bothering to post. 
Including at serious news 
sites like the Globe’s.

Weeding out a bad home purchase

We all know Mike Holmes 

— the guy with biceps the 
size of tires, who rights 
wrongs when it comes to 
home renovations. But at 
Marketplace, we team up 
with Mike Friday night to 
tackle a growing (no pun in¬ 
tended) problem in Canada 

— homes that are used for 
marijuana grow-ops, then 
sold to unsuspecting buyers. 


The RCMP estimates 
there are thousands of 
houses being used for grow- 
ops today, often in quiet, 
suburban neighbourhoods, 
where you’d least expect 
them. They’re often quietly 
patched up — leaving new 
homeowners stuck with 
mould, structural and elec¬ 
trical issues. 

Theresa Denton was hap¬ 
py with her house purchase 
near Kamloops, B.C., until 
she learned it’d been a 
grow-op for almost a 
decade. Today, she’s facing a 
bill that could top $100,000 
just to make her home safe 
to live in. Her walls are cov¬ 
ered in mould, and her 
son’s developed such a se¬ 


vere mould allergy, he has 
to take medication to help 
him breathe. 

Denton — like other un¬ 
suspecting homeowners — 
hired a home inspector be¬ 
fore she bought her house. 
But in his report, he makes 
no mention of mould all 
over the attic walls. “He had 
a flashlight,” said Denton. 
“Either he’s not telling the 
truth, or he’s just complete¬ 
ly incompetent.” 

It’s a stoiy Mike Holmes is 
hearing more and more — 
home inspectors who don’t 
spot costly problems, espe¬ 
cially when it comes to 
spotting grow-op warning 
signs. “I think we need to 
do something about the 


home inspection industry,” 
said Holmes. “It’s obvious 
that it’s not working.” 

When we caught up with 
Theresa Denton’s home in¬ 
spector, he told us he wasn’t 
responsible for Denton’s 
nightmare, and his contract 
even says so. 

Denton’s now suing her 
home inspector, the former 
owner of the house, and her 
real estate agent. Sadly, the 
courts are full of cases like 
Denton’s — homebuyers 
who thought a home inspec¬ 
tion would protect them.

Debt' needs 
financial crash 
course: Experts 


As Canadian consumers 
waded deeper into debt 
during the so-called Great 
Recession, the federal gov¬ 
ernment decided it was 
time to boost financial lit¬ 
eracy, a life lesson many 
Canadians missed before 
their balances plunged 
deep into the red. 

Finance Minister Jim Fla¬ 
herty launched the Finan¬ 
cial Literacy Task Force in 
June, citing his belief that a 
financially literate popula¬ 
tion would create a more 
stable economy. 

After a 20-year trend of 
increased debt and reduced 
savings, combined with 
easy credit and dwindling 
pension plans, financial 
planning must be in¬ 
grained in Canadians, said 
Tom Hamza, president of 
the Investor Education 
Fund. The fund is charged 
with figuring out how to 
integrate financial lessons 
into Ontario’s curricula for 
Grade 4 to 12 students by 
September 2011. 

Hamza said that educat¬ 
ing children can help com¬ 
bat some of the damaging 
examples many parents 
have inadvertently taught 
their children over the last 
two decades. 


Teach kids to save 

• Sit down with your chil¬ 
dren and discuss what it 
means to budget, or be in 
debt, and involve them in 
the family budgeting. Offer 
small incentives for kids to 
help parents cut back on 
the household phone bill or 
heating costs. 

“That is the exact time 
period that our household 
debt levels have gone up, 
our savings levels have 
plummeted, and we’ve 
changed our perspective 
from ‘Can I afford it?’ to 
‘Can I afford the pay¬ 
ments?”’ he said. “That’s 
the circumstance in which 
our kids are learning.” 

Older members of the de¬ 
mographic, sometimes re¬ 
ferred to as “Generation 
Debt,” are accruing debt at 
rates never seen before. 

A Harris-Decima poll sug¬ 
gests that 60 per cent of ba¬ 
by boomers financially sup¬ 
port their adult children, 
and while a majority said 
they were self-sufficient by 
age 21, they expect their 
children’s independence to 
be delayed to age 25.

markets China’s central 
bank surprised markets on 
Thursday by raising the in¬ 
terest rate on its three- 
month bills for the first 
time since August, intensi¬ 
fying its grip on liquidity a 
day after it promised to 
keep credit growth in 
check. 

While analysts said the 
move was just a withdraw¬ 
al of surplus cash in the 
system, markets feared 
the worst, taking it as a 
sign the central bank 
could be getting ready to 
use more forceful 
measures to cool growth 
and fight inflation. 

The move was accompa¬ 
nied by the biggest weekly 
net drain from money 
markets in 11 weeks. 

The prospect of a 
tougher policy stance 
from Beijing sent Chinese 
shares tumbling and hit a 
range of commodities, as 
investors feared that put¬ 
ting the brakes on growth 
could weaken the appetite 
of the world’s third-largest 
economy for steel, copper 
and other resources need¬ 
ed to fuel it.

bobsleigh gold medallist, 
Dave MacEachern. “Confi¬ 
dence from past success 
creates a great place to 


hide when the heat gets 
turned up at big events.” 

For the more than 200 
athletes who will fly Cana¬ 
dian colours at home in 
Vancouver and Whistler 
there is another considera¬ 
tion. As it was with the 
junior hockey team in 
Saskatoon, somebody from 
another country might be 
better qualified to win. 

“For the record, I think 
the Canadian juniors lost 
to a team with superior 
speed and defence, not be¬ 
cause of pressure,” 
MacEachern said. 

Sometimes the pressure 
monster isn’t the one 
Olympians should fear 
most.

I had a blast 
with it,” Davis said.

Although his thriller

ally enjoyed it. I mean I re¬ 
ally need to continue to do 
that kind of work and 
stretch — stretching is key 
at my age,” said Washing¬ 
ton. “Life is short, life’s no 
joke ... it makes me want 
for rich experiences and I 
thought that this was a 
veiy unusual part to play 
and it allowed me to dab¬ 


ble in the spiritual world 
and the martial arts 
world.” 

One of the ways in which 
Washington did stretch 
was sharpening his combat 
skills. But while tutoring 
under such martial artists 
as Bruce Lee-disciple Dan 
Inosanto helped him pre¬ 
pare for the part, the box¬ 


ing experience he gained 
from his Oscar-nominated 
role in 1999’s The Hurri¬ 
cane also proved an addi¬ 
tional benefit. 

“Because of boxing, I was 
comfortable with fighting 
— although you do some 
things in martial arts that 
are completely the oppo¬ 
site of boxing,” said the ac¬ 


tor insisting what he main¬ 
ly learned from martial 
arts was to “leave people 
alone” because you never 
know who they really are 
— a moral that applies to 
the film itself. 

“The littlest, most unas¬ 
suming person (can be) a 
killer,” Washington insist¬ 
ed.

experiments. Meanwhile, a 
pack of blood starved 
“have-not” vamps are turn¬ 
ing into bat like monsters, 
hell bent on feeding on 
man and ghoul alike. 

Boasting a great pulpy 
premise, a nifty neo-noir 
look and a handful of jaw 
dropping, brilliantly re¬ 
volting set pieces, Day- 
breakers has all its ducks 
in the right place. 

It’s a real shame then, 
when after a fantastic first 
half hour, the film falls 
apart, settling into conven¬ 
tional, tedious Under¬ 


world/Matrix dystopian 
cliche garble and worse, at¬ 
tempting to elicit big emo¬ 
tional responses to half 
baked characters and silly, 
heavy handed allegorical 
situations. 

Brilliant prosthetic spe¬ 
cial effects however and in 
a genre where remakes 
and sequels are the order 
of the day, Daybreakers is 
refreshingly original.

Youth in Revolt is the new 
Ferris Bueller’s Day Off. 

It’s a film about the bene¬ 
fits of behaving badly 
and, like the famous 1986 
John Hughes movie, it is 
headlined by an actor who 
brings charm and wit to 
the role of the rebel. 

Hoodie heartthrob 
Michael Cera plays four- 
teen-year-old Nick Twisp, a 
mild mannered collection 
of raging hormones and 
quirky personality traits. 
He loves Sinatra and for¬ 
eign films. When his fami¬ 
ly relocated to a Christian 
trailer park he meets his 
dream girl, Sheeni Saun¬ 
ders (Portia Doubleday), a 
similarly anachronistic 
teenager with a taste for 


anything French and a 
dream of being swept off 
her feet by a bad boy 
named Francois. 

When circumstance 
steps in to keep them apart 
he (with the help of an 
imaginary friend named 
Francois Dillinger) reverses 
his goody-two-shoes image 
and becomes a rebel with a 
cause — he wants to im¬ 
press her. 

Cera has a corner on the 
awkward coming-of-age 


movie, and as Twisp he 
doesn’t do anything he did¬ 
n’t do in Juno or Superbad, 
but he’s charming and 
easy to watch. His work 
takes on a different dimen¬ 
sion, however, when he 
slips into alter ego mode. 

As the mustachioed 
Francois he’s a refugee 
from a Belmondo film, 
equipped with a cigarette, 
and too tight white 
trousers. It’s not often that 
an actor gets to show his 


range playing two charac¬ 
ters in one film, but this is 
a step forward for Cera, 
who has been locked into 
the wisecracking virgin 
stereotype since he left the 
small screen’s Arrested De¬ 
velopment, grew some 
peach fuzz and started 
chasing girls on the big 
screen.
